Legislative Notebook 
LET ME BE ME! (Part Ill) 


By Barbara Adams Dahms 


The production of the lightweight mo- 
torcycle with the electric starter created 
a worldwide revolution in cycling. While 
kicking a starter, especially on a big 
bike, is something of an athletic experi- 
ence, anyone can'push an electric starter, 
Learning to ride on a heavy expensive 
bike had been an unlikely opportunity for 
many who suddenly could buy or borrow 
a “little bike.” Like the motorcycles 
themselves the whole adventure of riding 
was ‘‘scaled down’’ somewhat and more 
people began to try it. 

Business men and college girls and 
“little old ladies’? began to be seen on 
the street riding motorcycles (of all 
things), High school kids rode them in- 
stead of bicycles, Doctors and lawyers 
and merchant chiefs took them out to 
play. A lot of people discovered the joy 
of motorcycling who had never known it 
before. Motorcycles had come to the 
majority...not all of it of course but to 
enough of it to make a change which was 
irreversible. 

Motorcycle registrations soared, es- 
pecially in California which is a center 
of motorcycle riding. 

Naturally this did not occur without 
some uproar. Long-time riders felt 
somewhat apart from the new breed of 
citizens on their little cycles, Many of 
the new breed didn’t care tobe identified 
with the infamous riders on the big ma- 
chines, The old hostilities held true. 
Only one thing was wrong, They all loved 
the motorcycle. And big or little, all the 
machines were motorcycles, 

The manufacturers of the newbreed of 
cycles took note of the situation and tried 
to pretend they weren’t making motor- 
cycles.,.they were making something 
else,,.like ‘‘sportcycles.’’ The new breed 
riders tried to pretend they weren’t 
riders .., they were ‘‘citizens on two 
wheels.’ The regular riders tried to 
pretend the new breed of both didn’t 
exist, But still they all loved the motor- 
cycle. And after all was said and done 
they were all riders, 


This fact became obvious only when 
non-riders took note of their rising 
numbers and decided something had to 
be done...before the riders took over the 
world. Regulation was the order of the 
day and they were thinking of a lot of 
things to regulate. (All in behalf of the 
rider’s safety, of course,) It started in 
Washington, unnoticed by most riders, 
especially in far off California, It grew 
with the national involvement in vehicle 
safety programs, It became a part of 
national law, not binding upon the states 
but coercive because it was tied to 
state money. 

Suddenly riders.,,of sportcycles and 
motorcycles...realized they were in the 
bag together. The majority that was left 
didn’t feel quite the same toward motor- 
cycles as they had felt a few years back, 
It’s a little harder to feel apart from 
someone who lives on your block, But 
they were ‘‘concerned’’ about accident 
rates, etc., and the effect was the same 
it had always been,..take away as much 
as possible the joy of motorcycle riding. 
The non-rider didn’t understand (and 
still doesn’t) and what he didn’t under- 
stand should be removed, 

In state after state the freedom of the 
rider to ride as he wanted was wiped out, 
In state after state cycles.and apparel 
were regulated...by people who didn’t 
ride...by people who had never been on 
a motorcycle or worn any of the apparel 
in question. The majority was winning. 
After all the years of hostility to the 
cyclist they had found the way to win... 
regulate, 

Then it came to California, The battle 
was joined in California. Road riders, 
dirt riders, outlaws and citizen riders 
got together, They were all represented 
when the riders of California asked the 
legislature to let them keep their free- 
dom. In spite of those who still say 
“they don’t speak for me,” they did 
speak for all riders because they spoke 
for freedom. And freedom lets you speak 
for yourself. Everybody (or almost 
everybody) got together for the first 
time since they parted so long ago, just 
to say in a clear voice, ‘‘Let us be our- 
selves, Let us ride what we want in the 
way that we want and take the risks that 
we want to take.” 

We said it together and they heard us. 
If we had said it separately they never 
would have, 

Motorcycles are hére and they are 
here to stay. There will be many more 
of them, In a world growing smaller they 
are an obvious means of transportation, 
In a world providing less and less per- 
sonal adventure, they are an acceptable 
means for proving oneself., In a world 
which so long demanded conformity and 
has only recently come to have an ap- 
preciation of the original they are an 
opporutnity to express one’s uniqueness, 

Let us have our differences for our 
differences are valuable, In the sum of 
our differences is our strength. But there 
is more holding us together than pulling 
us apart. We all love the motorcycle. 
And we stand together to say — ‘Don’t 
try to fit me into your pattern, I’m an 
individual, Let me be me!”

The two top desert aces, Larry 
Bergquist and Mike Patrick, bat- 
tled it out again on May 19 with 
Bergquist, #888x on the 250cc 
red Bultaco, coming in for the 
win, and Patrick taking second 
on the big Norton Twin. 


The starting area in California City, 
Cal, was just perfect; a wide valley with 
many trails leading to the smoke bomb, 
at a very slight up-grade.

At the end of the first loop, places 
hadn't changed much — Bergquist was 
still in the lead, with a four-minute ad- 
vantage over Patrick, who had moved up 
into second place, Lewellyn had dropped 
back, and Steve Kirk moved into third 
spot. 3 

Positions also remained much the 
same throughout the second loop, and 
after two hours and twenty minutes Berg- 
quist pulled into the finish at the end of 
the third loop as the winner.

closed on Brelsford. Jim Rice was a 
tight fourth. With the checkered flag in 
sight, and the outcome still in doubt, 
Harms expended that last little bit of 
effort, taking over first and winning his 
first Amateur Main Event in sensational 
fashion indeed. Elisarraras got by Brels- 
ford, too, and Rice maintained fourth 
ahead of Emick. 


Mashbum’s Really Movin’ 


In the Novice division, Keith Mashburn 
(Yamaha) stretched his point lead with 
impressive wins in both his heat race 
and the Main Event. Second spot went to 
fellow Yamaha rider Don Dudek, and 
Suzuki-mounted Randy Smith took third 
ahead of Dave Stromanand Tom Sherman, 
both on Harleys. 

The first turn of the 8-lap Main Event 
was the scene of a crash-bang five-man 
spill which looked far worse than it was. 
Although the accident sent Kawasaki 
rider Dennis Kanagae (second place man 
in points) to the hospital with undeter- 
mined injuries, all the others except 
Dennis Polliccio were able to line upfor 
the restart.

by to take over fourth, but Minert re- 
gained this position before the moto was 
over. 

DeSoto leaped into the lead in the final 
moto and held it from start to finish, 
J.N, ran second and pushed hard but was 
never able to pass on the tight, twisting 
course. J,N, pushed a little too hard and 
went down, putting Gary Bailey into sec- 
ond. The class win went to Roberts, who 
rode a beautiful race with Bailey second 
and DeSoto third, 

The 500cc junior event was another 
John Maynard affair. He and his El Ban- 
dito made a clean sweep of all three 
motos. B. Tondro (Bultaco) took second 
and D, Westwood (CZ) third. It was May- 
nard’s last ride as a Junior as he had 
now accummulated enough AFM points to 
move him up to Expert where he will 
match wheels with the best. 

The almost invincible team of Gary 
Bailey and Hodaka stifled the competition 
to win all three motos in the 125cc Ex- 
pert class. From start to finish in all 
three motos it was Bailey out in front— 
way out in front, Junior class hotshoe 
Tom Rapp followed Gary in all three 
motos with a sizeable lead over the rest 
of the pack, defeating all the Experts 
with the exception of Bailey. 

There was a different winner in each 
moto of the extremely large 250cc Junior 
class, Steve Holladay took the first one 
with very little trouble. The second went 
to D, Keefer with Jim LeBlanc second 
and Holladay third. In the final moto it 
was sidehack pilot LeBlanc on his solo 
Bultaco leading all the way from flag to 
flag. He pulled a third in the first moto, 
a second in the second, won the thirdand 
carried home the winner’s due for a job 
well done. 

The 250cc Experts kept the spectators 
on their toes and straining their necks to 
see the action. Swedish speed merchant 
Lars Larson was back from his out-of- 
state tour and out for the first time ona 
new 250 Husky. At the drop of the flag, 
Larson moved out front, but that lad 
from Honolulu charged by on his bright 
orange Montesa to take over. DeSoto was 
really cranking it on and Larson was 


glued to his tail, DeSoto dumped in the 
soupy mudhole and Larson regained his 
lead. Gary Bailey (Greeves) was nowrun- 
ning third with Suzuki hustler Preston 
Petty in Larson’s wake and making him 
earn the lead. Back in the pack, things 
were happening.

Russ Darnell, sporting a newHusky, was 
working his way up to the front one by 
one, Suzuki star Gary Conrad was also 
back in the pack, but had no intentions of 
staying there.

On the very 
last lap, he picked off Larson to win 
the moto. 

Darnell took an early lead in the sec- 
ond with Larson and DeSoto close behind, 
Larson took over on lap two and Russ 
regained the lead on the nextlap, Larson 
again passed him and this time held on 
til the end. 

Montesa-mounted D, McCarley moved 
into the lead in the final moto but Conrad 
zoomed by and pushed him back into sec- 
ond, DeSoto was running third and Lar- 
son fourth, but Larson passed DeSoto and 
they both passed McCarley. Larson was 
on Conrad’s tail and looking for a chance 
to pass. Finally it came, and he moved 
by to take the lead, On the last lap it was

There is to be found throughout the 
Sacramento Valley of California a 
strange breed of man who thrives on pure 
excitement and doing the improbable, He 
is quick, agile, and, of course, rides a 
bike.

down the same way they came up, and 
occasionally burst through a crowd of 
spectators at the bottom. 

While San Jose made a good showing in 
the 200 and 250 classes by taking away 
four of the five top places, the 350 and 
500 divisions seemed to belong to the 
Bakersfield crew, who nabbed three of 
the four trophies in that size. The bigger 
bikes were as likely as not to break 
through the timing string andbounce over 
the top. There were those who managed 
to break through for a time— reading, but 
couldn’t push the next 20 feet to the top, 
Then a weathered rope would be tossed 
down and tied around the handlebars, 
while a crew of photographers, on- 
lookers, and 2 flag-man wouldpull from

ROAD RACES 
AT AUSTIN

The big news at the fourth meet of the 
1968 Texas road racing tour was that 
local boy, Dan James, would be riding his 
drag record-holding Harley in the road 
races — this at the encouragement of the 
faction from Pete Dalio’s Triumph shop 
in Dallas. The Dalio Triumph 650 was to 
be ridden by new superstar Rusty Brad- 
ley, and Rusty and Dan were both turning 
the 1.5-mile Austin course in about a 
minute and eight seconds, compared to 
the course record of 1:4 held by a 
Chevy-powered McKlaren-Elva. After 
dusting off the competition in the morn- 
ing drag races, Dan was eager to give 
Bradley’s Triumph a go inthe afternoon, 

First off were the 250cc-and-under 
production bikes, and, with almost no 
changes in position for the eight laps, the 
finishing order was Joseph Jones (250 
Kawasaki), John Moyer (175cc Bultaco) 
and Richard Long (160cc Honda). 

Bennie Earl Campbell failed to repeat 
his wins on his 500cc Suzuki in the Open 
Production race — in fact he even lost 
second place to Dan Graves’ 350 Ducati, 
which had finished the first lap in last 
place, Rusty Bradley led all eight laps 
on his 350cc Yamaha,

Larry Beall, striving for his first win 
on his self-sponsored Cimatti, finished 
second to Edward Green (Suzuki) in the 
125cc event, Patrick Miller (125cc Ya- 
maha) finished third after leading one 
of the eight laps. 

Kidd Ain’t Kiddin’ 

Once again Mike Kidd ledall eight laps 
of the 175cc race. David Watkins — now 
also on a 175cc Bultaco like Mike’s — 
was second, ahead of Bob Hammill on 
the ex- Watkins Bridgestone 175. 

Mike Cone was a run-away winner in 
sparce field of 250cc racers. Dan Graves 
(250cc Ducati) held second place for all 
of the nine laps, but Dan Antilley (250cc 
Kawasaki) stole third place away from 
Leroy Ferry’s 250cc Ducati. 
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When the flag fell on the start of the 
Open Class bout Dan James showed what 
it meant to have cubes to spare. Still 
pulling his drag race gearing, he smoked 
Bradley’s Triumph all of the way through 
Austin Raceway Park’s quarter-mile and 
into the first turn, For four laps Rusty 
tried to make up for the fifteen cubic 
inches difference, and so it seemed that 
he might be doing it, but Dan was only 
cruising, and in the fifth lap Rusty rotated 
the Triumph too far into the very fast 
number two turn and skipped it into the 
tall Johnson grass beyond. Rusty was not 
seriously hurt, but he will do his drinking 
while standing up at the bar for a week 
or so, Leroy Ferry (750cc H-D) finished 
ahead of Jody Delgado (450cc Honda). 

For the first time in recent experi-

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ence Mike Kidd was in serious trouble 
in the 175cc Grand Final. After a very 
difficult start Mike was tenth at the end 
of lap one, and he set out in earnest to 
make up some time. David Watkins, run- 
ning in sixth place, was probably noless 
horrified to find Bob Hammill running 
first on his (Dave’s) former 175cc 
Bridgestone. But by the end of the fifth 
lap, Dave was in first, and Mike Kidd was 
third behind Hammill. On the seventh 
lap Watkins went boondocking beyond the 
number five turn, and before he could get 
back on dry ground Bob and Mike were 
by him, and they finished in that order. 


Dan Does It 


The combined 250cc/Open Grand Final 
threatened to be a mixed repeat of the 
two heat races (minus Bradley, of 
course), but, with apparently little main- 
tanence since Daytona, Leroy Ferry’s 
Harley sickened and faltered in the eighth 
lap and in the same lap Dan Antilley exe- 
cuted a snap roll with his Kawasaki and 
landed in the mud beyond turn number 
five. The finishing order was: James 
(900cc H-D), Cone(250cc Yamaha), Dei- 
gado (450cc Honda), Dan Graves (250cc 
Ducati), Ferry, Campbell (500ce Suzuki) 
and John Moyer (stock 250cc Bultaco), 
and the trophies were distributed among 
them according to motorcycle class and 
rider classification. 

Apparently the next Austin road race 
will not be held at Austin Raceway Park 
north of town, but will be held in con- 
junction with the annual Austin Aqua Fes- 
tival sports car races, the Carreradela 
Capital, which this year is returning to 
the street course in downtown Austin 
after two seasons of poor showing at 
Austin Raceway Park. Many sports car 
racers do not like the Austin street 
course. The streets adjacent to the 
course have to be barricaded for the 
weekend of the race, crowd control fenc- 
ing has to be erected, lamp standards 
have to be removed in places, and an 
island street divider has to be inter- 
dicted at one point and the gap paved— 
all for two days of racing. But there is no 
denying the fact that multitudes pay to 
come and stand on the grassy slopes 
around the Municipal Coliseum to watch 
the formula cars and the racing proto- 
types race through the traffic lights on

Harley-Davidson makes its second top fuel victory in successive weeks 
at Irwindale Raceway. Three weeks ago, Joe Smith’s 90 plus cubic inch 
Harley-Davidson recorded an all-time for "Knuckle Head’ dragsters at 9.44 
seconds, It was a one-time-only sprint for the quarter mile and Smith was set 
back to runner-up position by Boris Murray’s twin-engine Triumph. Since that 
cold and overcast Saturday things have been happening! 


Joe Smith and his ever-faithful spon- 
sor, Laidlaw, were positive that the 
record elapsed time wasn’t a freak oc- 
currence, destined never never to ap- 
pear again, On the following Saturday, 
May 11, Smith slipped the special Bar- 
nett clutch into the nine-second realm of 
dragsters with elapsed times in the 9.80 
range, Again as humidity increased and 
frost settled on the nitro-bearing tanks, 
his times slipped into the low ten second 
slot. 

Boris Murray had made one qualifying 
run at 10.17 on his twin-engine Triumph 
and then returned for a later race for 
top bike against the twin-engine Yamaha 
of Bob Braverman, that was clocking high 
tens, Murray’s clutch disintegrated in 
the elimination run just as the shift to 
high gear was made and bounding circular 
metal discs, plus miscellaneous assorted 
and related parts had damaging effects, 
including some injury to the rider's leg, 
Braverman got by the debris and won 
this round for top bike, 

Smith was matched against the Sta- Lube 
Triumph of Bob Ebeling that was clock- 
ing consistent 10.30 second runs andhad 
racked up an unofficial record for 40- 
inch fuelers at Irwindale Raceway, of 
137.61 miles per hour, 

Joe Smith’s big Harley wasn’t about to 
let a single-engine Triumph get by; its 
hard enough to try and put a twin-engine 
machine of that brand in a defeated posi- 
tion. Smith and Laidlaw scored avictory 
round of 10.27 seconds of elapsed time. 

The Harley was not in a winner’s cir- 
cle yet, but not much time was lost in 
putting down Braverman’s twin-engine 
Yamaha and securing the winner's share, 
All of that was great, but Smith and 
Laidlaw were not rejoicing for the pre- 
vious week’s 9.44 second time wasn’t 
backed up. 

May 18th 

The big inch Harley arrived early at 
Irwindale and the ever-intensive glow 
was in Smith’s eye as he fired up fora 
qualifying run and an attempt to secure 
faith in Chrondex electronic equipment. 

Virtually off the trailer, the Harley ran 
the quarter mile in 9.65 seconds. That 
was to be the day’s best elapsed time, 
Not close enough for what would be an 
official back-up time, as in national 
events times must be within two per 
cent for certification, But that elapsed 
time is close enough for Laidlaw to slip 
his glasses onto the tip of his nose, peer 
over the rims and say, Joe turned 9,44, 
will back it up and do a better one yet! 

Now, that’s not a direct quote butI can 
get the message and if other drag racers 
know Laidlaw, they get it too! On this 
Saturday, May 18, Smith secured his 
second in a row top bike victory. 

Murray’s twin-engine Triumph had not 
seen repair in time for this weeks action 
and another double had shown inits place 
to try and prevent a second time victory 
by Harley. 

Don McEvoy and his rider Buddy 
Martinez qualified in top bike with a low 
ten second run that was a half second 
slower than Smith’s best time and their 
times stayed slower including the one that 
counts, the race for top bike. In that final 
round, Smith rode his Harley past the 
twin-engine Triumph and won the honors 
in 10.02 seconds, That victory was made 
ever easier as Buddy had re-lighted, 
which forfeited the title to Smith regard- 
less of E.T, Another achievement for the 
big inch Harley-Davidson that shouldn’t 
go unnoticed is its speed of 151 miles 
per hour. Maybe low rpm doesn’t slow 
you down, or is that engine turninga new 
record for, ‘‘Knuckle Heads’’ in revolu- 
tions?

Starting out at 9:01 a.m., riders aver- 
aged 11 mph to checkpoint one, then left 
Lee’s Camp and climbed 1700 feet to the 
summit of the first ridge.

The Scrambles Clubs Referees’ Meet- 
ing didn’t produce any actual rule changes 
but there was a lot of very good dis- 
cussion on how we can throw our events 
more efficiently, and how to improve the 
scrambles scene in general. 

Steve Chambers, the Viewfinders Re- 
feree, suggested that as so much timeis 
always spent on track maintenance, shor- 
tening the actual riding time for riders, 
that all our local tracks should go to the 
Class “C” traction only, Right now we 
don’t have a track which demands the 
use of knobbies just to stay upright on it 
and they sure tear up the surface fast 
however much maintenance is done onit., 
This is a point that really bears thinking 
about, although even Steve figured he’d 
get static on that suggestion from the 
guys who just have to run knobbies 
everywhere they can! 

The club membership problem came 
up and was thoroughly discussed with 
several suggestions being made to stop 
the current situation where you are ac- 
tually penalized by belonging to a Dis- 
trict club while the fact remains that the 
District IS the member clubs, They do 
all the work, One of the best suggestions 
we feel is the one from the Sportsmens’ 
Lyman Ham, He suggested that the earned 
number plates be given only to riders 
who belong and work for a District club, 
Other riders can ride as many scram- 
bles as they wish but would receive a 
pie plate number for that day only each 
time they ride. 

Other ideas were to pay a percentage 
of points to each club member on the 
days he can’t ride while helping throw a 
scrambles or perhaps allowing anyone in 
the top ten point standings to ride his 
own club event. This gets a little dis- 
criminatory because most of us want a 
lower number each year but these are 
still only suggestions, not proposed rule 
changes, It would be nice tosee the clubs 
build up in numbers and to see those 
number one plates being carried by men 
who belong to a District club, We haven’t 
had a club member in either Division as 
a number one for more than a couple of 
years now. Some used to belong but quit 
because they just couldn’t afford to lose 
a couple of days’ points. Tain’t fair and 
although this has come up on the floor of 
the Sports Committee several times over 
the years nothing has ever gone past the 
talking stage, so this time let’s all get 
together and do something about it, 

It was also suggested that for the next 
few scrambles, clubs let it be known if 
they had any problems that could have 
been ironed out fast if known about ahead 
of time, or if they found something that 
could perhaps help out another club to 
stage a good event, 

Tech inspection was kicked around a 
while and we'd like to report now that the 
Powder Puff Association found their sys- 
tem worked extremely well, Riders 
brought their bikes to the inspection 
area, were checked and if legal received 
a stamp on the number plate and the entry 
blank at the same time, This stopped 
anyone from filling out a blank ahead of 
time only to find out his machine was 
unacceptable, and the line at the sign-up 
booth didn’t jam up as badly, If anything 
had to be fixed, such as a kick-stand re- 
moved or a peg covered, it had to be 
one before you got your hands on an 
entry blank, and starters and line check- 
ers kept their eyes open too, in case 
anyone tried to pull a sneaky. 

Another idea was that the District hold 
a school for starters to get some con- 
formity into starts, and to teach the 
technique of getting ‘em off the line fast 
and fairly, We’ll drink to that! 

If any club has any ideas or sugges- 
tions that should be discussed more 
widely and getting it in print can help, 
let us know. Letters to Cycle News will 
reach me and the home base address is 
on the bottom of the monthly District 
minutes,
